VARC Members Aid National Weather 
Service During Local Tornado 
By Israel Gonzalez — NWS Tallahassee 


On February 4th, an area of low pressure devel- 
oped near the Gulf Coast and moved inland over 
the NWS Tallahassee forecast area. This system 
produced 3 confirmed tornadoes, one of which 
was an EF-2 in Lowndes County, GA that injured 2 
people. What made this tornado unique and chal- 
lenging to warn on was that it developed in a low- 
precipitation area with respect to the parent storm. 
This article gives an inside look at key moments 
during the crucial 5-minute warning-decision pro- 
cess. At 305pm ET, there were no radar indica- 
tions of a tornado amidst ongoing storms, but the 
reality was that there was one unknowingly on the 
ground at that point. 


At 307pm ET, a crucial chat comes into our Slack 
Channel (NWSChat 2.0) from a HAM/ARES radio 


operator, with an attached image of an apparent 
distant tornado from a water tank cam in SE Val- 
dosta. At 308pm ET, the warning forecaster, Don 
Van Dyke (DVD) replied to the operator asking 
what direction the camera was facing, then pivoted 
to the Valdosta area on radar to examine more 
closely where the potential tornado could be, and 
identifies a low-precipitation area separated from 
the main storm just to its NW. At this point, DVD 
drafted a warning for that suspicious area while 
anxiously awaiting the operator’s response, for 
which at 309pm ET, came back as “at the Val- 
dosta Cinemas facing southeast”. A fellow Lead 
Forecaster on shift, Karleisa Rogacheski (KR) 
then quickly pinpointed the exact location and it 
aligned with the suspected area on radar. The Tor- 


nado Warning was subsequently issued at 310pm 
ET. Moments later, the next radar scan revealed a 
sudden spike in the reflectivity in the low- 
precipitation zone, coincident with debris being 
lofted in the air by the tornado, itself. 


The operator’s chat saved at least 1-2 minutes on 
the tornado warning issuance time. Without his 
chat, the tornado may have not been recognizable 
on radar until 310pm ET. Residents said they got 
the warnings with enough lead time to seek shel- 
ter. For DVD, it was the most challenging tornado 
warning decision of his 15-year NWS career and 
commented that, “It is the single best chat I’ve ev- 
er gotten in my career so far”. As for KR, it was a 
career-defining moment for which she_ said, 
“These stories are a powerful reminder that our 
work matters. Had it not been from Randy 
(KN4SHQ) sharing those images with us and DVD 
jumping into action to get the warning out, lives 
may have been lost.” Additional kudos must also 
be given to the following forecasters who made 
strong contributions during that shift: Lance 
Franck, Kristian Oliver, Joe Worster, and Jasmine 
Montgomery.

The Georgia Death Race 


The iconic Georgia Death Race is a 74ish-mile trail 
running race from Byron Herbert Reece Farm in 
Blairsville, Ga. to Reece Farm. Runners are re- 
quired to carry a 1 |b railroad spike for the duration 
of the race. If you finish, then you throw this nail in 
the coffin and receive an engraved spike for the 
completion of your journey. The race has 16,000 ft 
of climbing and 16,000 ft of descent. It is relent- 
less. The race has been called the "craziest and 
most fun race East of the Rockies". It continues to 
be the most watched, sought-after and desired ul- 
tra marathon on the East Coast. 


11 ARES Aid Stations (AS) were set up to track 
each runner from the start to the finish. Traffic is 
handled using Winlink and FM Voice using the 
Winlink network set up in the North West District. 
The Aid Stations are in a remote places so we use 
Emergency Power - LiFepo4 batteries and Gener- 
ators. All Stations are set up on site using HF and 
VHF.

New Proposal Window is April 8, 2024 — May 19, 
2024 


April 8, 2024 - The Amateur Radio on the Interna- 
tional Space Station (ARISS) Program is seeking 
formal and informal education institutions and or- 
ganizations, individually or working together, to 
host an Amateur Radio contact with a crew mem- 
ber on board the ISS. ARISS anticipates that the 
contact would be held between January 1, 2025 
and June 30, 2025. Crew scheduling and ISS or- 
bits will determine the exact contact dates. To 
maximize these radio contact opportunities, 
ARISS is looking for organizations that will draw 
large numbers of participants and integrate the 
contact into a well-developed education plan. 


The deadline to submit a proposal is May 19, 
2024. Proposal information and more details such 
as expectations, proposal guidelines and the pro- 
posal form can be found at www.ariss.org. An 
ARISS Introductory Webinar session will be held 
on April 17 at 8 PM ET.

The Opportunity 


Crew members aboard the International Space 
Station will participate in scheduled Amateur Ra- 
dio contacts. These radio contacts are approxi- 
mately 10 minutes in length and allow students to 
interact with the astronauts through a question- 
and-answer session. 


An ARISS contact is a voice-only communication 
opportunity via Amateur Radio between astro- 
nauts and cosmonauts aboard the space station 
and classrooms and communities. ARISS con- 
tacts afford education audiences the opportunity 
to learn firsthand from astronauts what it is like to 
live and work in space and to learn about space 
research conducted on the ISS. Students also will 
have an opportunity to learn about satellite com- 
munication, wireless technology, and radio sci- 
ence. Because of the nature of human spaceflight 
and the complexity of scheduling activities aboard 
the ISS, organizations must demonstrate flexibility 
to accommodate changes in dates and times of 
the radio contact. 


Amateur Radio organizations around the world 
with the support of NASA and space agencies in 
Russia, Canada, Japan and Europe present edu- 
cational organizations with this opportunity. The 
ham radio organizations’ volunteer efforts provide 
the equipment and operational support to enable 
communication between crew on the ISS and stu- 
dents around the world using Amateur Radio.

Digital Library of Amateur Radio Evolution 


DLARC Preserves Meaningful 
Record of Ham Radio Evolution 


Digital Library of Amateur Radio &

Earlier this month, the Digital Library of Amateur 
Radio & Communications (DLARC) made publicly 
available over 300 episodes of Ham Radio & 
More, a radio show about amateur radio broadcast 
from 1991 through 1997. By preserving this histor- 
ic collection (the first radio show devoted to ham 
radio on the commercial radio band), the ham ra- 
dio community's invaluable insights and discus- 
sions remain accessible to present and future en- 
thusiasts. 


Ham Radio & More was a radio show about ama- 
teur radio that was broadcast from 1991 through 
1997. More than 300 episodes of the program are 
now available online as part of the Digital Library 
of Amateur Radio & Communications (DLARC). 

Ham Radio & More was the first radio show devot- 
ed to ham radio on the commercial radio band. It 
began as a one-hour show on KFNN 1510 AM in 
Phoenix, Arizona, then expanded to a two-hour 
format and national syndication. The program’s 
host, Len Winkler, invited guests to discuss the 
issues of the day and educate listeners about vari- 
ous aspects of the radio hobby. Today the epi- 
sodes, some more than 30 years old, provide an 
invaluable time capsule of the ham radio hobby. 


Len Winkler said, “I’m so happy that the Digital Li- 
brary of Amateur Radio & Communications took all 
my old shows and made them eternally available 
for everyone to hear and enjoy. | had the absolute 
pleasure, along with a few super knowledgeable 
co-hosts, to interview many of the people that 
made ham radio great in the past and now every- 
one can go back and listen to what they had to 
say. From the early beginnings of SETI (search for 
extraterrestrial intelligence) to Senator Barry Gold- 
water to the daughter of Marconi. So much thanks 
to the Digital Library of Amateur Radio & Commu- 
nications for doing this amazing service.” 


Other interviewees included magazine publisher 
Wayne Green, Sheriff Joe Arpaio, Bob Heil, Bill 
Pasternak, Fred Maia, and other names well 
known to the amateur radio community. Discus- 
sion topics spanned the technical, such as signal 
propagation, to community issues, including the 


debate over the Morse code knowledge require- 
ment for ham radio operators—a requirement 
eventually dropped, to the benefit of the communi- 


ty. 


The radio programs were recorded on cassette 
tapes when they originally aired. Winkler digitized 
149 episodes of the show himself in 2015 and 
2016. The digitizing project paused for years. In 
January 2024 he sent the remaining cassettes to 
DLARC. Using two audio digitizing workstations, 
we digitized another 165 episodes in about three 
weeks. The combined collection is now available 
online: a total of 464 hours of programming, most 
of which have not been heard since their original 
air date. The collection represents nearly every 
episode of the show: only a few tapes went miss- 
ing over the years or were unrepairable. 


The Digital Library of Amateur Radio & Communi- 
cations is funded by a grant from Amateur Radio 
Digital Communications (ARDC) to create a free 
digital library for the radio community, research- 
ers, educators, and students. DLARC invites radio 
clubs and individuals to submit material in any for- 
mat.
